Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of JP'255 does not teach the 
claimed bearing length of a solid die L approx.=T has not been found persuasive. Even if it is not clear if the prior art diagram is drawn to 
scale, applicant has not clearly shown the apparatus limitation(s) materially effect the instant method claims. 

Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because examples of the invention exhibit strength 
properties » strength properties of the closest prior art of JP*353 has not been found clearly persuasive. Applicant has not clearly shown 
unexpected results commensurate in scope with the Instantly claimed method. Applicant should establish a nexus between the rebuttal 
evidence and the claimed invention, i.e., objective evidence of nonobviousness must be attributable to the claimed invention, see MPEP 
2144.08. The weight attached to evidence of secondary considerations by the examiner will depend upon its relevance to the issue of 
obviousness and the amount and nature of the evidence, see MPEP 716.01 (b). Note the great reliance placed on this type of evidence by 
the Supreme Court in upholding the patent in United States v. Adams, 383 U.S. 39,148 USPQ 479 (1966). To be given substantial weight 
in the determination of obviousness or nonobviousness, evidence of secondary considerations must be relevant to the subject matter as 
claimed, and therefore the examiner must determine whether there is a nexus between the merits of the claimed invention and the 
evidence of secondary considerations, Ashland Oil, Inc. v. Delta Resins & Refractories, Inc., 776 F.2d 281, 305 n.42. 227 USPQ 657, 
673-674 n. 42 (Fed. Cir. 1985), cert, denied, 475 U.S. 1017 (1986). 
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
